The drinking of ice water is pro- 


nounced by scientists to amount to a 
real crime, and Dr. Brubaker has de- 
clared this question one of the utmost 
interest in typhoid fever. He says that 
if all water should be boiled and filtered 
there would never be a case of typhoid. 


Tho temperature of tho stomach ut 


the moment the ice water enters it is 
about 105 degrees; the water is 83 
degrees. 
The chilling of and con- 


tracting of blood vessels is therefore 
great, and to the ice water is ascribed 
the catarrhal condition of the stomach 
so often suffered from. Dr. Brubaker 
says water should not be taken with a 
meal to any great extent, hut that hot 
water taken before breakfast prepares 
tho stomach for action, stimulating the 
gastric juices and washing away there- 
mains of the last meaL Another glass 
of hot water taken between breakfast 
and luncheon will be found beneficial 
and better than all drugs for curing.in 
digestion, since in passing into the 
blood the food products are carried along 
with it. Exercise, too, is necessary to 
belp on-the action of the stomach.
